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Up, Away To Where? Balloon 
Messages Sail Away in Space

Slowly, slowly, 600 balloons left outstretched young hands on 
the school playground. The balloons drifted upward over the tree 
tops, over the school building toward the Center. Up and up 
went the balloons — yellow, green, orange and red — until they 
were so small they looked like the milky way, a long cluster of 
little dots whose color one could no longer see. Within a few 
minutes they faded from view. 


All day long teachers and parents 
- who came in by fours every hour 
-• bad been blowing up balloons 
and taping on name cards. When 
this reporter/parent arrived at 1:45 
p.m., double rows of balloons taped 
to 8 foot poles were being trans¬ 
ported through the halls to individ¬ 
ual classrooms. One balloon, which 
had escaped and floated up to the 
high ceiling in the front hall, was 
coaxed back down by the principal; 
burst balloons were quickly re¬ 
placed. 

Shortly after 2 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day, March 21, classes began to 
emerge from the many ground level 
doors of Greenbelt Center Elemen¬ 
tary School -i students, teachers, 
staff, parents - all grinning. Each 
hand clutched one or two or three 
helium-filled balloons. Each bal¬ 
loon had a 5 in. x 6 in. card at¬ 
tached to it: the message began 
"Hi, Balloon Finderl” and asked 
that the card be returned to Center 
School along with the location 
where it was found. 

Just a few balloons "got away" 
from those clutching hands before 
principal John Van Schoonhoven 
gave the “O.K.!" A dozen or so 
balloons got stuck in the school 
yard trees, most of them in one 
balloon-eating tree. Only one was 
a dud and floated down instead of 
up. 

Inquiring Reporter 

“Have your students been excited 
all day?’ was the question put 
to teachers—unnecessary question, 
really. The answers were visual 

faces flushed with excitement as 
they groped for the right words: 
■'Oh my word" and, simply, "Yes." 
"Such a nice thing for the first day 
of spring, a school-wide activity," 
A teacher rushed up to say: "I want 
to do that again tomorrow. That 
was neat!" 

A third grade teacher turned to 
her students: "What do you think 
about all this?" she asked . "Nice," 
"fun," "exciting," "I don't know!"

"Where do you think your balloon 
will land?" she probed. “Maybe 
it’ll go to China, we’ve been study¬ 
ing China." 

"I hope mine goes to Mars. I 
am going to be an astronaut and go 
up to Mars and find my balloon." 

Another says she wants her bal¬ 
loon to land in Texas, "because I 
have a friend who lives in Texas 
and I would like him to find it." 

Another says she wants hers to 
land in Hawaii so she can meet 
someone from there.

The balloon launching was spon¬ 
sored by Kay Clausen’s fourth 
grade class. The class has joined 
the Weekly Reader Writing Pals 
program and class members have 
started to correspond with pupils 
from a school in Wisconsin. 

This nationwide program was de¬ 
signed to motivate youngsters to¬ 
ward writing, to build verbal skills 
and to interest students in life in 
other sections of the nation.

Christacos recalled that previ¬ 
ously council had been interested 
in having the sidewalks dedicated 
to the city. Afterwards, he felt, 
they could be repaired. Weidenfeld 
agreed that, council wanted the 
sidewalks, but not the burden of 
repairing them. After the side¬ 
walks were brought up to stand¬ 
ards, the city would maintain them. 

Taken aback, Christacos replied, 
"I don’t know what to say, but I 
don’t see any choice.” He ex¬ 
plained that he did not have the 
money for the repairs before the 
rezoning. He further stated that 
he was interested in selling the pro¬ 
perty and suggested that the con¬ 
tract could require the new owner 
to repair the walks. 

Special Assessment? 

Weidenfeld suggested that the 
city could take out a bond to re¬ 
place the walks. The present and 
future owners would then repay the 
special assessment over a period of 
time. City Manager James Giese 
noted that a special assessment had 
to be done for public improvements 
so the walks would have to be 
dedicated first. Council agreed to 
confer with its legal counsel about 
such a special assessment and no¬ 
tify Christacos as soon as possible. 
Councilman Richard Castaldi as¬ 
sured Christacos that "We don’t 
want to prohibit you from getting 
zoning." Weidenfeld agreed that 
"Your interest is our interest." 

Mike Zarpas, of B. F. Saul, who 
manages the property, complained 
that "unless we get zoning, there’s 
no money to maintain." Problems

with the property which he listed 
were the heating system which he 
felt could not last another season 
and rusted gutters which caused 
leaking in the stores and peeling 
paint and plaster. Concerned about 
these problems, Councilman Charles 
Schwan wondered about the capital 
available to upgrade the property. 
He felt it was "silly to have the 
sidewalks brought up if the center 
is not going to make it." Possible 
revenue bonds and historic preser¬ 
vation money were cited when Zar¬ 
pas asked about "cheap money" for 
improvements. 

Suburban Trust 

Next Christacos asked about city 
land for the expansion of Subur¬ 
ban Trust. Council was anxious to 
keep Suburban Trust in the center, 
but was not interesed in swapping 
city land for sidewalks. John Ov¬ 
erton, architect, stressed the need 
for city support feeling that "Sub¬ 
urban Trust is about to fly away." 
Councilman Thomas White was a- 
fraid the previous talks with Sub¬ 
urban Trust had failed from a 
"breakdown in communications." 
However, council did not want to 
complicate the issue and was pri¬ 
marily concerned with settling the 
sidewalks before rezoning. 

On Thursday, March 15, Park and 
Planning decided not to hear the 
rezoning petitions for the center 
mall. Instead, the petitions were 
forwarded to the district council 
with a staff recommendation for 
approval. The zoning hearing ex¬ 
aminer is scheduled to hear the 
petitions on April 18.

Greenbelters by the scores toured Green Ridge House all day 
Sunday, March 18. Curtis Furgason, CMF Management Co., told 
the city council Monday, March 19 he was amazed at the number 
of interested people who came to see the facility . “I am pleased 
by the complimentary remarks made,” he said. “I am proud to 


be a part of it.” 

Council was pleased, too. "A very 
good crowd,” agreed Councilman 
Charles Schwan, "everyone was 
quite enthusiastic. Jim Giese and 
Dennis Piendak, representing the 
city, the contractor (Harkins) and 
CDA really have done a very good 
job . . . Green Ridge House will 
be a boon to those who will live 
there," 

Councilman Thomas X, White 

echoed those statements. He, too, 
was "surprised at the numbers of 
people" touring on Sunday. He 
found them “pleased with the pro¬ 
duct Giese and his staff really had 
to put a little more effort into 
the job than they had expected." 

Furgason’s Report 

The apartments are all complete, 
but the kitchen and some common 
areas need a few more finishing 
touches. Contractors will be around, 
he thought for another two to three 
weeks. For example, they are a- 
waiting sod for the front lawn. 
But, he said, "certified" sod may not 
be dug until it has officially begun 
to grow. 

"I have the keys to the building 
in my pocket now," said Furgason, 
with a smile, jingling them for 
council. "We have hired a security 
guard." Furgason expects the final 
topping for the parking lot to be 
laid this week. He is contracting 
for the large quantity of draperies 
which must be made to order. Fur¬ 
niture for the lounge areas is being 
ordered. 

Furgason hopes to begin moving 
in two to three residents each day 
beginning today or tomorrow. A- 
partments on the ground and ter¬ 
race levels will be filled first. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld com¬ 
plimented Furgason on the handling 
of interviews. Two individuals had 
told him how nice Mrs. Caulfield 
has been, Weidenfeld said, even 
when they called her back many 
times for more information. Wei¬ 
denfeld said he was "thoroughly 
pleased" to hear such favorable re¬ 
ports. 

Furgason is pleased by the broad 
spectrum of income levels among 
the residents. The rents range from 
$36 to $182. HUD will subsidize up 
to 75% of the rent for persons qual¬ 
ifying for Section 8 assistance.

"We have occupancy," City Mana¬ 
ger James K. Giese told the News

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Concerned About Codicil To 
Mutual Ownership Contract 

Open Letter: 

Just a word of warning regarding 
the proposed codicil to our Mutual 
Ownership Contract. 

In December 1972 Management 
submitted a list of three major 
questions to (GHI attorney) A1 
Ginsberg. This document and his 
answers are very interesting. How¬ 
ever, we will only quote from No. 
3 Mortgages. 

A. “If (GHI) cannot perform this 
work (rehab.) because it cannot 
borrow sufficient capital for reno¬ 
vation work, then could the restric 
tion on borrowing in the Mutual 
Ownership Contracts be declared 
void . . .?” 

B. “If large numbers of members 
volunteered their units for renova¬ 
tion and were willing to sign cod¬ 
icils, could the GHI property be 
subdivided and a mortgage placed 
on the units and sites of willing 
members ?” 

But most important is C. “Could 
a majority of members vote to sell 
GHI’s property to a new corpora¬ 
tion? Would the present Mutual 
Ownership Contract be binding on 
the new corporation . , .?” 

Ginsberg’s answer; “Selling GHI’s 
property to a new corporation 
might be an act of dissolution and 
would take more than a majority 
of the membership. In any event, 
Mutual Ownership Contracts run 
with the land and would certainly 
be binding on any new corpora¬ 
tion or any new purchaser.” 

(I have the complete Questions and 
Answers and anyone wishing to see 
them may contact me.) 

In view of the above do you not 
think it prudent to hesitate on sign¬ 
ing this codicil to your contract 
which GHI management and Board 
are suggesting? At least a mem¬ 
bership meeting should be called for 
a thorough understanding of what 
the consequences of such a codicil 
may be. If we decide that such 
a codicil is not in the ^interest of 
the membership then such permis 
sion to put a lien on our property 
which appears in the new contracts 
should be declared void and be re¬ 
moved from all Mutual Ownership 
Contracts.' 

I would like to know under what 
authority Management changes the 
wording and puts in new conditions 
to Mutual Ownership Contracts to 
be signed by new members. In view 
of Ginsberg’s statement that “the 
Mutual Ownership Contracts run 
with the land” wouldn’t you think 
that when we sell our equity, our 
contract would be transferred to 
the new' purchaser?

A REPLY 

To the Editor: 

Apparently Mrs. Denson is una¬ 
ware that she supplied the answer 
to the question she posed in her 
letter. She quoted Mr. Ginsberg’s 
writing “. . . the Mutual Owner¬ 
ship Contracts run with the land 
and would certainly be binding on 
any new corporation«or any new 
purchaser.” In other words, when 
a member sells his equity, with or 
without the proposed amendment, 
he sells his right to perpetual use 
of his dwelling unit and the lot on 
which it is situated. 

Signing the proposed amendment 
to the Mutual Ownership Contract 
will alter in no way the legal rela¬ 
tionship of a member to GHI or any 
possible successor to GHI. The 
amendment would permit a pros¬ 
pective lender to enjoy the same 
position with GHI and GHI mem¬ 
bers that GNMA enjoyed prior to 
retirement of the Mortgage. (See 
Section 3(b) of the Mutual Own¬ 
ership Contract.) So fas as I know, 


no one felt that his equity was 
threatened when the GNMA mort¬ 
gage was in force. A member 
should feel no more threatened 
in this case when all that is pro¬ 
posed is to satisfy a requirement 
that prospective lenders, including 
the State, impose as a condition of 
GHI’s borrowing money to com¬ 
plete the rehabilitation program. 

Approval of the proposed amend¬ 
ment by a sufficient number of 
members means that GHI could 
borrow at about 7% for 20 years 
instead of being forced to borrow 
at perhaps 12% for 10 years. The 
difference in cost is substantial. 
Assuming that $5 million was bor¬ 
rowed over two years of which 
S2.3 million was 'borrowed of which 
year, first-year costs for the cor¬ 
poration and the average member 
would be: 

7% 12% 

GHI per month $ 17,832 $ 32,998 

per year 213,983 395,977 

Member per month 11.29 20.90 

per year 135.52 250.78 

In the second year when an addi¬ 

tional million would be borrowed, 
the total costs would be: 

7% 12% 

GHI per month $ 38,765 $ 71,735 

per year 465,180 860,820 

Member per month 24.55 45.43 

per year 294.60 545.17 

Under the rehabilitation program 
these costs would be offset by fuel 
conservation savings (increasingly 
so, as time goes on), but the offset 
would be the same regardless of the 
interest rate. In other words, we 
should gain no more savings by our 
paying higher interest costs. 

We have already two-thirds the 
number of members we need to 
meet the requirement. I hope 
that before another week passes a 
sufficient number will do them¬ 
selves and their neighbors the fa¬ 
vor of ensuring lower monthly 
charges, than would otherwise be 
the case, by signing the proposed 
amendment and returning it to 
GHI.

Council Notes

Energy conservation and a re¬ 
quest for an expanded liquor li¬ 
cense were among the many issues 
considered by council at its meet¬ 
ing Monday night, March 19. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
suggested that council meet with 
the city manager and staff to dis¬ 
cuss energy conservation within the 
city. White felt that in light of 
current events council and staff 
should give some evaluation. He 
said he felt the city hadn’t done en¬ 
ough during the 1973 crisis and he 
didn’t want to see the same thing 
happen again* 

In response City Manager James 
Giese informed council that he has 
been waiting for guidelines from 
the national government as to 
where “we should be going.” So far 
there has been no clear direction 
but Giese thought he should receive 
guidelines soon. 

In the meantime the city has 
been doing some things toward en¬ 
ergy conservation. Three buildings 
have had an energy audit but the 
report on this is not in yet. The 
city is converting its vehicle fleet 
to autos and trucks which use less 
gas. High electric bills have been 
studied to determine the causes for 
the high costs. It may be worth¬ 
while, Giese thought, to replace in¬ 
candescent lights in the council 
room with flourescent lamps. This 
is a matter for council to consider 
at budget time. 

Council was divided over a re¬ 
quest from Pappy’s Family Pub on 
Greenbelt Rd. to change its liquor 
license from Class R (beer) which 
permits beer sales 7 days a' week 
for consumption on the premises 
to Class D (beer and wine) that 
would permit both on and off prem¬ 
ises sales 7 days a week. A public 
hearing is scheduled by the Board 
of Liquor Commissioners for March 
29 at 9 a.m. at the Hyattsville Coun¬ 
ty Service Building. Councilman 
Richard Castaldi felt that if people 
could drink beer with their pizza 
in the restaurant they should be 
able to buy beer to take out with 
their pizza . Councilman Gil Wei- 
denfeld saw no need for the city 
to take a position on the request 
and suggested that the liquor board 
make the decision. White said that 
not taking a position was taking 
a position. He felt that such a 
grant would tend to proliferate this 
type of establishment and there 
were already several places in the 
community where alcoholic bevera¬ 
ges could be purchased. The mo¬ 
tion to oppose the expanded license 
passed 3 to 2 with White, Pilski 
and Schwan voting no and Castaldi 
and Weidenfeld, yes.

This week was 
the last of the Winter Roller Skat¬ 
ing Program. 
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First Readings 

A first reading was given on a 
resolution to establish new admis¬ 
sion fees for the Greenbelt swim¬ 
ming pool. Changes would be made 
in the daily admission fee for ad¬ 
ults. The new fee would be $1.75 
for all times instead of the previ¬ 
ous $2. on week ends and holidays 
and $1.50 other times. A child’s 
daily admission would increase to 
$1.25 at all times. (Previously this 
was the week end and holiday ad¬ 
mission fee and $1 was charged 
other times.) Swimming classes 
would be raised from $5 a child and 
$8 for two or more children in a 
family to $8 and $12 respectively. 
Pool rental fees would go up from 
$20 to $50. A special pass credit 
will go to any pass holder from a 
previous season who sponsors a 
new pass holder. The credit will be 
20% of the fee paid by the new 
pass holder. Senior citizens and 
children under the age of 6 would 
continue to be admitted free. Sim¬ 
ilar changes would be made for 
non-residents. 

First reading was also given on 
a charter amendment to annex 
land, Parcels A and C, Greenbelt 
East subdivision with adjacent 
public roadways. 

Council appointed assistant city 
manager Dennis Piendak as liaison 
with Cable Television. Council also 
approved the hiring of an engineer 
from a minority firm, HSC Engin¬ 
eering Corp. 

March 12 Meeting 

Council will recommend to Go¬ 
vernor Harry Hughes that Council¬ 
man Thomas White be appointed to 
the Metropolitan Washington In¬ 
terstate Air Quality Planning Com¬ 
mittee. White was chairman of 
the Council of Government’s Health 
and Environmental Protection Poli¬ 
cy Committee for three years. 

While supporting the idea of con¬ 
structing a sidewalk between the 
Beltway Plaza shopping center and 
Attick Towers in College Park at 
Rhode Island Avenue along the 
north side of Greenbelt Road, Coun¬ 
cil felt it could not justify to Green¬ 
belt residents the expenditure of 
$12,000 ($7,000 for relocation of two 
Pepco poles) for construction of 
that portion of the sidewalk within 
the city limits (400’). 

County Councilman Frank Ca- 
sula is coordinating efforts to pro¬ 
vide the sidewalk and asked the 
city if it would participate. The 
Maryland State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration has Indicated it would not 
be willing to bear the expense. 
Council suggested that the side¬ 
walk might he located on the south 
side of Greenbelt Road, since major

portions of the sidewalk (bicycle- 
pedestrian path) have already been 
constructed on that side. 

According to Giese, “Beltway Pla¬ 
za will have to provide some addi¬ 
tional right-of-way . Mr. Sidney 
Brown has expressed to the county 
a willingness to provide the right- 
of-way conditioned upon there be¬ 
ing no interference with parking or 
with future or present access. There 
is no indication as to whether the 
easement will be donated or sold.” 

Council also supported Prince 
Georges delegation bill 337 which 
allows a municipality in the county 
to protest the renewal of certain 
liquor licenses without a hearing 
when the place of business is lo-^ 
cated within its boundaries. 

At the March 12, city council 
meeting, Jose Morales, chairman of 
the Elderly Housing Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, expressed his concern for 
members of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
who may be moving into Green 
Ridge House, with GHI housing. 
It seems that many of Greenbelt’s 
elderly residents are afraid they 
are going to be asked to move into 
Green Ridge House before they 
have had a ehance to sell their 
present homes. Morales was very 
upset and concerned about the anx¬ 
iety these people, most of whom 
are in their seventies, have been 
going through as a result of this 
problem. City Manager James K. 
Giese said he was not personally 
aware of anyone with a problem 
that had not been resolved. Giese 
went on to say “These people have 
to either accept it or reject it,” and 
that management people will give 
as much help as they can to the 
elderly residents concerned. GHI 
is also cognizant of the problem 
and will assist.

Greenbelt CARES Expands 
Movie Program to SUL

Among the many programs and services provided by Green¬ 
belt CARES are movie-discussion programs for children and teen¬ 
agers, which have been expanded to Springhill Lake (SHL) 
Recreation Center in an effort to reach more people. 

Initially the program was not Last Monday, a silent Laurel and 


held every week when it began last 
November. Whenever movies were 
shown, they were viewed in the 
Greenbelt CARES office in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building. Now, movies 
are shown every Monday night at 
7:30, one week in the Greenbelt 
CARES office and the alternate 
week in the conference room at 
SHL Recreation Center. 

Greenbelt CARES outreach coun¬ 
selors, Jim Holmes and Wendy 
Wexler, show the movies, supplied 
by the Prince Georges County Li¬ 
brary, to anyone who wishes to at¬ 
tend. Every week, a short hum¬ 
orous film of approximately 10 
minutes is shown, followed by a 
30 minute film dealing with an issue 
relevant to young people. Coffee, 
hot chocolate, and “munchies” are 
served during the films. 

After the films, discussion is en¬ 
couraged but not “pushed”. Said 
counselor Wendy Wexler, “If they 
want to talk, that’s great, hut some¬ 
times after the films they just 
leave.” 

The purpose of the program, 
counselor Jim Holmes explained, is 
to get to know the kids. After a 
while “an informal relationship de¬ 
velops. If they should have a prob¬ 
lem sometime, they’ll know we’re 
there and we can help.” 

The films are aimed at the 14- 
15 age group, an age where “they’re 
not yet into a social rut”, said 
Wexler. “If their friends are hav¬ 
ing problems, such as drug use, 
sometimes their attitudes can still 
change.” 

“Some of the kids are very at¬ 
tentive, others just come to eat”, 
she said. 

“If they don’t feel like talking 
about the film, they still get some¬ 
thing out of it”, said Holmes. 


Hardy movie was shown to about 
a dozen kids, their ages ranging 
from about nine to 16. The second 
movie was entitled “Robin, A Run¬ 
away” and dealt with the conflict 
between a high school freshman 
and her parents. It was an ex¬ 
cellent film, representative fo both 
, sides of the problem. 

While Wexler and Holmes were 
setting up the projector and the 
kids began to wander in, a young 
boy asked “Why do you do^ this?” 
Wexler said, “So we can get to 
know you and you can get to know 
us and we can give you films.” 

After the films the younger, more 
restless kids left, but the teenag¬ 
ers stayed for a short discussion. 
Personal feeling on the subject of 
running away and opinions of how 
the actors handled the situation 
were discussed. Holmes pointed out 
the legal consequences for runa¬ 
ways in the state of Maryland, as 
they differ from those which were 
in the film, and he mentioned facil¬ 
ities in the area which could be of 
help in this situation. 

A problem with the program, ac¬ 
cording to Wexler, is that it seems 
to attract the same crew each 
week. In an attempt to attract 
some different kids — so “they’ll 
know we’re there to help”, said 
Wexler and Holmes — the movies 
are now alternately shown at the 
SHL Recreation Center and the 
Municipal Building. Signs are pos¬ 
ted throughout Greenbelt, and an¬ 
nouncements appear in the Green- 
?>elt News Review' and Social 
World, Springhill Lake’s newsletter. 
Children also hear about it from 
friends who have attended. 

Last week was only the second 
time the program was held in 
Springhill Lake. Already it looks 
as if it is off to a good start.

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Local Residents Ask 
To Keep Park Natural

Most people do not want 
Greenbelt Park developed, if 
recommendations made recently 
by a handful of people at a 
Park Service workshop are a 
reliable indicator of public opin¬ 
ion. 

Fifteen area residents attended 
the Feb. 22 workshop, sponsored 
by the National Park Service and 
held at the Maryland Capita! Park 
and Planning Commission in Ri- 
verdale. They contributed their 
suggestions on an updated De¬ 
velopment Concept Plan for Green- 
belt Park, located on both sides 
of the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way between Goodluck and Green- 
belt Roads. 

“The Master Plan (now being up¬ 
dated) was drawn up in 1967 and 
spelled out the park’s uses and 
functions. As time goes along, other 
influences take place and a review 
of the plan (may become neces¬ 
sary),” explained James Hankins, 
Greenbelt Park manager. 

High on the public’s list of con¬ 
cerns, Hankins said, was “leaving 
300 undeveloped acres as a green 
area. They don’t want out-and-out 
development there; perhaps just a 
nature trail.” He called the citi¬ 
zens’ views “a complete turna¬ 
round” from the older Master Plan, 
which called for the erection of a 
building and golf course. 

Of the total 1,100 acres in the 
park, 300 located east of the B-W 
Parkway are completely undevel¬ 
oped except for a fire access road. 
Other suggestions were to keep the 
park in its natural state, leave the 
present number of campsites (174), 
cut down on through-park traffic 
and develop new activities. 

George Rogala, area recreation 
supervisor, represented the city of 
Greenbelt at the meeting. He sup¬ 
ported leaving the park in its na¬ 
tural state, saying, “the park doesn’t 
need more development.” In a let¬ 
ter sent to City Manager James 
Giese, Rogala praised the workshop 
and encouraged more public atten¬ 
dance at the next meeting. 

Park superintendent Thomas Me- 
Fadden said that although those 
attending the workshop wanted to 
leave the park fairly undeveloped, 
some desire for slight renovations 
were expressed, such as a nature 
center^ more picnic shelters and 
possibly a public stable with 10 to 
12 horses. 

Lorraine Kenyon of the Belts- 
viile Recreation Council suggested 
setting aside the undeveloped east 
section of the park for nature study. 
In past years, some area schools 
have used that land for ecosystem 
studies. 

A representative from the Lew- 
isdale Recreation Council, Christine 
Johnson, said she would like to see 
more rangers for better protection 
in the park. Hankins reported 
that two rangers worked year- 
round, while four to six rangers 
were scheduled during the summer, 
when the park is closed at dusk 
except to campers. 

Hankins said although public at¬ 
tendance was slight, he hoped more 
people would come to the next 
workshop. After incorporating 
suggestions from the next workshop 
(which has not yet been scheduled), 
a draft of the revised Development 
Plan should be ready in May and 
the finished plan by June, he said. 

Joe Burdulia, project manager on 
the Development Plan, said all im¬ 
provements will be funded by Fed¬ 
eral monies through the Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior/National Park 
Service. Burdulia and the planning 
team have the final say on which 
provisions will be included in the 
plan that will be sent for final ap¬ 
proval to National Capital Region 
members in June.
